The Bulgarian authorities ar- 
Tanged for dinner to be served to 
the passengers held hostage aboard! 
the hijacked plane for over 12 
hours. 

Changing the number of persons 
originally said to be on board, the 
Bulgarian agency said according to 
the captain 70 passengers and a 
crew of nine were on the plane. 

“The armed Turks do not let re- 
presentatives of the authorities ap- 
proach or personally bring in food,” 
BTA said. “The atmosphere around 
the plane continues to be strained, 
and the Bulgarian side is making 
every possible effort to ease things, 
though the armed four do not allow 
anybody to come up to the air- 
craft.” 

The hijacking was similar to one 
last May when Turkish Peoples Li- 
beration Army gunmen hijacked 
another Turkish airliner to Sofia 
and held the 68 passengers and 
crew hostage for 28 hours in ἃ 
vain attempt to save three of their 
comrades from the gallows. 

The Turkish government refused 
to accede to their demands and the 
three men were hanged. The guer- 
ΒΒ were later granted asylum 
by the Bulgarian authorities and 
the aircraft return to Ankara.

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Israeli crew seen in action yesterday with Soviet-made T54 tank, captured during the Six Day War 
and refurbished for ase with the Israel Armoured 
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Soviet tanks used by Israel

The Armoured Corps hag’ in- 

corperated operational units of So- 
viet-built T54 and T55 tanks. This 
was disclosed by the O.C. Armour 
Corps, Alyf Avraham Adan, in Tel 
Aviv yesterday, speaking to corres- 


. pondents prior to Armour Day later 


this week. 

Aluf Adan said the tanks in use 
were modified versions of those 
taken in Sinai and on the 
Golan Heights during the Six Day 
War. He would not disclose how 
many of the tanks were in opera- 
tion, but it is believed that many 
units have been formed from 
the enemy tanks captured during 
the war. 

Aluf Adan also revealed that “a 
small number” of T54s, which are 
lighter and more manouevrable 
than the other tanks tn Israeli ser- 
vice, were used in the operation on 
the other side of the Gulf of Suez 
in September 1969. The tanks — a 
major element in taking the Egyp- 
tans by surprise — had inflicted 


heavy damage on Egyptian installa- 
tions and equipment in the raid, he 
said. 

There had been problems in ab- 
sorbing the Soviet equipment, he 
reported. Ammunition and spare 
parts had to be supplied, and im- 
provements had to be made, but 
he added, "I believe that the modified 
version of the T54 and T55 in our 
service are better than those used 
by the Arab armies. 

One of the problems encountered 
centred around the fact that both 
tanks are uncomfortable and diffi- 
cult to operate. 


Despite the improvements, how- 
ever, Israeli crews are reportedly 
not keen to serve on the captured 
tanks. As one military observer 
noted yesterday, the Americans 
build a tank around the crew — but 
the Russians take statistics and 
throw the crew inside. leaving the 
meno to make do under intolerable 
conditions. Another factor which 
make the Soviet tanks unpleasant 
to serve in, is that they were basic- 
ally built for cold climates, 


No details were revealed on the 
T55, but it differs from the Το 
in that it has infra-red sights — 
termed as “quite primitive” by Aluf 
Adan — and a stabilizing gyro 
which allows the tank to shoot on 
the move. 


The T54 can do a maximum speed 
of 50 to 60 kp.h., and its 100mm. 
gun has an effective range of 1,500 
Metres. The tank weights 35.4 tons 
(loaded) and is nine metres long 
{with extended cannon). 


It holds 817 litres of diese) fuel 
(using an average of 42 litres per 
hour) giving the tank an optimum 
range of 860 kms, In addition ta the 
cannon the tank carries two 7.62mm. 
Browning machineguns, one of which 
serves 85 an ant)-aircraft gun. 


A total of 35 high-explosive and 
armour-piercing shells can be hous- 
ed in the body and it takes the 
electrically-operated turret 20 
seconds to execute a 360 degree 
turn,

The Knesset majority which aims 
to push through legislation this 
session for the Treasury to finance 
the parties' election costs"as well 
as their regular upkeep envisages 
allocating at least 1150,000 for 
every Knesset Member, as election 
costs. 

Elections would thus cost the 
taxpayer some IL18m. at today's 
prices. This sum will probably be 
higher by the time the legislation 
becomes law next spring, as 11 un- 
doubtedly will. The Labour-Mapam 
Alignment will get nearly half of 
this sum. 

To keep the parties gofng during 
the ‘four-year period between Kues- 
set elections, the sponsors of the 
financing move (the Coalition plus 
/Gahal) envisage allocating at least 
IL7,500 monthly per Knesset Mem- 
ber. This would mean the Labour- 
Mapam Alignment would draw close 
to IL450,000 monthly, With the ex- 
pected increases in costs by next 
year, the legislations passed will 
probably allocate some ILim. 
monthly in all, to ensure the smooth 
organizational functioning of the 
country’s party democracy. 

The total cost to the public, for 
an election plus the four years 
which follow, will thus be close to 
TL70m. 


HALF AND HALF 


The Labour Party expects to 
cover half its budget from the 
1L7,500 monthly allocation per Knes- 
set Member, under the planned le- 
gislation. The other half will come 
from the Histadrut political tax, 
which is levied along with Kupat 
Holim sick fund dues. 

If the Labour Party were to 
eoliect membership ques, it would 
not need Treasury financing but the 
Party organizers have found it too 
costly to collect the IL2 monthly 
originally envisaged, and too onorous 
as well.

in two long talks 
Held parley in Cambodia 


SAIGON. — President Nixon's spe- 
cial envoy, Dr. Henry Kissinger. 
had two long meetings with South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu yesterday, the fourth day of 
his Indochina peace mission, in be- 
tween a quick trip to neighbouring 
Cambodia for talks with President 
Lon Nol. 

But after over 12 hours of meet- 
ings since Dr. Kissinger arrived 
here on Wednesday night, the ques- 
tion remains unanswered whether 
he has won agreement from Mr. 
Thieu in their discussions on a 
cease-fire and on the political fate 
of the Saigon government. . 

Dr. Kissinger had 33 hours of 
talks with President Thieu yes- 
terday morning, then flew in his 
special air force Boeing to the 
Cambodian capital of Phnom Penh 
for the metting with President Lon 
Nol, y 

This visit, and that of Mr. Wil- 
liam Sullivan, deputy assistant 
secretary of state for East Asian 
and, Pacific affairs, to the Laotian 
capital of Vientiane on Friday, 
were seen as efforts to meet Pres- 
ident Thieu's insistence that any 
cease-fire should apply to all three 
countries of Indochina — South 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos. 

Within four hours, Dr. Kissinger 
- whose secret trips have won 
him the nickname of Vua Didem, 
the king who moves at night, among 
the Vietmamese — was back in 
Saigon. 

He then had his fifth meeting, 
lasting 1% hours, with President 
Thieu. With him was the U.S. Am- 
bassador Mr. Ellsworth 
Bunker.

British may quit 
Northern Ireland, 
‘Time’ reports 


NEW YORK (AP). — “Time"™ 
magazine reports that the British 
Government is posing the threat of 
total withdrawal from Northern 
Ireland unless the Irish in the north 
settle their differences and come 
up with a new constitution by the 
end of a four-month period, 

The weekly publication said the 
information was given to it by a 
British Government source, The ma- 
Bazine said if a new Constitution 
must be imposed by the British, 
and the Ulster political parties 
refuse to operate under it, London 
will then take drastic measures.

America must remain strong and 
that “there is no such thing as a 
retreat to peace,” 

In a radio address, marking 
Veterans Day today Mr. Nixon said 
the U.S. had been able to make 
progress towards arms control and 
better relations with the Soviet 
Union and China because it was 
strong and prepared. 

Paying tribute to Americans who 
had served in Vietnam, he declar- 
ed: “We are not going to make 
ἃ mockery of their sacrifice by 
surrendering to the enemy. or by 
offering amnesty to draft dodgers 
and deserters, The two and a half 
million who chose to serve Amer- 
ica in Vietnam have paid 2 price 
for their choice; the few hundred 
who chose to desert America must 
pay a price for their choice.”

Mayor Shawa and his municipali- 
ty were the only ones to reject the 
order, which was welcomed by most 
refugees in the camps at the ‘time. 

Speaking at a press conference 
Jate yesterday afternoon, Mr. Sha- 
wa claimed that incorporating the 
camp would change the legal stand- 
ing of the refugeer and endanger 
their status with the U.N, relief or- 
ganizations. 


ISSUE TO U.N. 

“We feel that any change in the 
status of the camp, or In its re- 
lationship to Unrwa. is apt to create 
far-reaching political and social re- 
percusstons for the Palestinian cause 
in public international law," Mr. 
Shawa declared. He expressed his 
belief that the Arab states would 
raise the issue at the U.N. 

Mr. Shawa said he had asked Tat- 
Aluf Pundak not to press the issue, 
since "I would he forced to oppose 
the order.” 

Asked what his plans were now, 
Mr. Shawa said he would voice his 
objection to the Israeli policy re- 
garding the camps, “in so faras I am 
able." He added that the prohlem 
should he raised at the U.N. Asked 
how, he replied, “I think it is the 
duty of the Arab states to take 
positions in the U.N."

HOLON. — Mayor Pinhas Eylon 
announced here yesterday that he 
does not plan to run for office 
again, (Municipal elections are 
scheduled for a year from now.) 
Speaking at a specially convened 
press conference, he said, “Over 
20 years in office are more than 
enough for any one man.” Mr. 
Eyloa -is also chairman of the Union 
of Local Authorities, 


Mr. Eylon became Holon Mayor 
in 1952 and will have been in 
office for more than 21 years next 
election day. He told the press that 
he had already sent a letter ex- 
plaining his decision to the lacal 
Labour Party branch: In that letter 
he urged the Party to get down to 
the task of choosing a new mayoral 
candidate for Holen, Israel's fifth 
largest city. 

“A mew generation of younger 
candidates should be nominated to 
infuse new energy and fresh ideas 
In the city management,” the 68- 
year-old Mayor said, It would ap- 
pear that Mr. Eylon is declining 
to endorse any members of his 
present administration (such as De- 
puty Mayor David Zadok or City 
Clerk David Chonsky) for the office 
of mayor. 

Mayor Bylon added that, while 
he does not wish to continue serv- 
ing as mayor for a 6th term, he 
does not intend to resign from the 
public service altogether.

Three Cabinet ministers have 
been appointed as an ad koe com- 
mittee to fix the amount by which 
Egged and Dun bus fares will be 
increased.

Although the bus co-ops have 
been asking to raise fares by roughly 
a third, the Treasury and the 
Transport Ministry agree that the 
co-ops’ costs have gone up some 
18 per cent. Where the two Minls- 
tries disagree, however, 18 over how 
the 18 per cent increase will be 
shared between the three parties 
involved — the passengers, the 
Treasury and the co-ops themselves.

Cairo University 
dean expelled 
from Sudan 


CAIRO (AP). — The Sudanese gov- 
ernment has expelled Mohamed Tol- 
bah Owelda, dean of the Khartoum 
branch of Cairo University, for the 
second time in a month, it wus re- 
ported here yesterday. 

-'The official Middle East News 
Agency, said Oweida arrived in Cairo 
on Saturday after being ordered to 
leave Sudan within 48 hours for 
“security reasons.” It did not ela- 
(borate. 

Owelda was first expelled from 
Khartoum late last month after an- 
nouncing publicly that Sudanese 
President Ga'afar Numeiry had or- 
dered the njimber of students to be 
reduced from 2,000 to 500. Accord- 
ing to the Cairo press at the time 
Hgypt threatened to recall its 323 
teaching staff in the Khartoum 
branch which was established in 
1955 in response to Oweida’s expul- 
ston. ᾿ 

The two governments resolved the 
issue and Oweida returned to Khar- 


᾿ toum. 


According to a report in yester- 
day's “Al Ahram” newspaper, Owel- 
da’s second expulsion was not mo- 
tivated by security considerations but 
because “he again attempted to con- 
vince Sudanese authorities to abo- 
lish -the Limitation imposed on the 
number of students.” 


‘US. ready to 
revive contact 
with Albania 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — In line 
with President Nixon's efforts to 
improve relations with Peking and 
Moscow, the U.S. has quietly let 
it be kmown it is open to reviving 
contacts with the People’s Republic 
of Albania, China’s lone satellite in 
Burope.

No immediate signs of Onoda 
were reported, but a government 
spokesman said yesterday blood 
traces have been discovered at a 
campsite about 5 km. southeast of 
the hiliside. 

Residents of the island, mostly 
farmers and fishermen, blame the 
Japanese for killing at least 30 
people and wounding scores of 
others since 1945. The two soldiers 
were apparently unaware that World 
War Ii was over. 

To aid in the capture of Onoda, 
the Japanese ministry officials 
brought with them 12,000 leaffets 
printed with a message asking’ the 
soldier to surrender. The leaflets 
also assure him he will be returned 
safely to Japan. 

The leaflets will be dropped over 
the rugged search area by a hell- 
copter.

They 
say thousands more have been 
beaten, detained or intimidated.

Quoting Salim Yafi, the Arab Lea- 
gue assistant secretary-general, the 
newspaper said the force will start 
its mission soon. The mediation 
committee is headed by Yafi and in- 
cludes representatives of Egypt, Sy- 


ria, Algeria and Kuwait, 
Delegates from the two Yemens 
opened in Cairo on Saturday talks 
aimed at ending their border con- 
flict and probing the possibilty of 
8 political union of the two coun- 
tries. The conference, which is spon- 
sored by the Arab League, followed 
a cease-fire agreement reached last 
Thursday to halt the hostilities that 
began on September 25.

The long list of equipment units 
developed by MIL includes multi- 
channe)] teleprinter terminals, alarm 
Services, military special systems, 
Sequential coders and decoders and 
other sophisticated products. Some 
of the firm's most impressive pro- 
ducts have been remote control na- 
vigation equipment, excavators and 
garbage disposal trucks. : 

Many components of the: systems 
constructed were also designed or 
perfected by the local company. 
(The integrated circuits used in 
these components are the last word 
in semiconductor technology.) 

Exports account for about one- 
half of MIL’s turnover, which will 
amount to IL60m. in 1972 and is 
expected to increase about 15 per 
cent next year. About one-half of 
the local sales are for the Minis- 
tries of Defence and Police, while 
other major customers have’ been 
Mekorot, Israel Electric Corp., the 


Dead Sea Works, the railways, the 
Post Office and various industries. 
Though the local market is small, 
it is very varled and its demand 
is a sophisticated one. Care for it 
is essential, not only for covering 
the heavy R&D overhead, but also 
as ἃ base for sales abroad, since 
customers naturally prefer products 
tried out by home users. Inciden- 
tally, production of consumer ar- 
ticles such as car radio sets has 
been discontinued. Local demand 
proved too small. 

MIL production facilities include 
divisions for communications equip- 
ment, data transmission systems and 
military equipment. The company's 
seven plants employ about 1,000 
people, including 400 engineers and 
techniclans. MIL also operates a 
country-wide repair and mainte- 
nance service. 

The company was established in 
1964 as a joint venture of the Chi- 
cago-based Motorola Inc., which 
owns 60 per cent of the share ca- 
pital; Bassin Holdings Ltd., 27 per 
cent; and Levy Katzir Holdings 
Ltd., 13 per cent. Moshe Bassin, 
who started the venture back in

Koor's 1971 report reflects this | 


firm’s current pragmatic policy, and 
shows both the headway made by 
this largest of our industrial group- 
ings, and the problems it still has 
to face. The internal reorganization 
— launched by the new manage- 
ment after the Six Day War — 
has been followed by renewed ex- 
Pansion, aimed especially at export 
markets, and by mending fences 
with the stock market. 

The management's decision to put 
an end to the long dividend arrears 
has already boosted Koor shares 
quotations to about their balance 
sheet value, This has been accom- 
panied by the allocation of substantial 
amounts to clear the balance sheet 
fo remnants of previous financing 
follies. Thus IL4m. was written off 
on account of losses incurred in the 
Autocars venture, IL7.tm. on ac- 
count of depreciation in several 
subsidiaries (mainly the Acre Steel 
Works), IL3.8m. was lopped off 
from inflated “'goodwill" items, and 
1L5.3m. from deferred linking 
charges. 

Most of these write-offs were 
made possible by accounting gains 
achieved In the report year, and the 
clearing operation has not yet ‘been 
completed, but enough has been 
done to indicate the management's 
Intention to stick to sound business 
policies. 

Obviously this financial clearing 
operation is of more importance, 
even for Koor’s shareholders, than 
the resumption of dividend pay- 
ments, which involves relatively 
minor amounts. Though Koor's di- 
vidends are linked to the dollar rate 
of exchange, they require less than 
TL.0.5m. anually at the minimum 
rate of 6.5 per cent, that is 16 per 
cent of the company's consolidated 
after-tax profit last year. 


TUENOVER RISES 


In 1971, Koor's turnover advanc- 
ed 38 per cent (to over IL1,000m., 
apart from turnover of companies 
in which Koor has a minority hold- 
ing, and from the Hamashbir In- 
dustries complex managed by Koor). 
Its exports increased 44 per cent, 
and its investments 35 per cent. 

Significantly, its growth perfor- 
mance was markedly better than 
Israel's industrial total. With the 
operating profit margin exceeding 
12 per cent, the company’s equity 
earnings should be amply provided 
for. 

Unfortunately there stili are se- 
veral large problems. First, the 
company’s overheads are high and 
stlil rising more than its inconfe. 
In the past year selling expenses 
soared almost 80 per cent, and ad- 
ministrative costs almost 50 per 
cent 

Secondly, Koor is stiil shouldering 
exorbitant financing costs, which 
accounted for 45 per cent of its 
operating profit in 1970, and for 
50 per cent in 1971. As a result, 
the consolidated gross profit (he- 
fore taxes) increased only 4 per 
cent in the past year, while the 
group’s aggregate gross profit de- 
clined, 

Thirdly, the group’s expansive 
policy is still braking its intention 
to consolidate Its finances, Thus 
the rise — by 80 per cent — ip 


liquidity In the 1971 balance sheet 
are obviously connected with the 
large investments which were carri- 
“ed out that year, Indeed, despite 


Fae costs, and the worsened 


and the “deferred expenses” jtems 
soared in the report year. 

Moreover, the uneven profit per- 
formance of Koor’s ramified em- 
pire, which now comprises more 
than 100 companies, is also a prob- 
lem of its own. While Koor's con- 
solidated net profit advanced 15 
per cent last year ito 1L3.2m.1, 
its share in the undistributed pro- 
fits of its unconsolidated subsidia- 
ries and affiliates increased several 
times as much. Most of Koor's in- 
come from dividends, management 
fees, selllng commissions and other 
sundries which accounted for one 
fifth of its operating profit also 
came from unconsolidated sources. 
Such a situation must obviously im- 
pel the company to go on expand- 
ing its cooperation with other in- 
terests. However, this must also 
make the group's management in- 
creasingly complex, and thus hard- 
ly conforms to the philosophy of 
Labour-dominated industry as it has 
been evolved to date. 


NEED FOR CAUTION 


There remains the question of 
Koor's own capital funds, which 
have lagged behind the group's 
growing activity. At the end of 
1969 the company’s share capital 
and reserves accounted for 18 per 
eent of the consolidated balance 
sheet, at the end of 1971 for only 
11 per cent. If the unconsolidated 
subsidiaries are included, the respec- 
tive figures were 15 and 12 per 
cent. In the current year this trend 
is likely to continue, for the group's 
Profit margin — and Its ability to 
accumulate inner reserves — is ex- 
pected to have further declined. It 
stands to reason that the group 
will have to give up some of its 
ambitious plans, and to concen- 
trate even more heavily upon effi- 
elency and profitability before mak- 
ink further advances. 


Some ‘economic — 
restraint’ seen 
after elections 


Jerusalem Powt Reporter 
LOD. --- Dr. Avraham Friedman of 
the Business Management School 
of the Hebrew University, expects 
“some sort of economic restraint” 
within six months after the general 
elections, Dr. Friedman told a panel 
of managers who met at the Avia 
Hotel yesterday to discuss patterns 
of wage negotiations that “the 
bacchanalia of wage increases" could 
Jead to nothing else, because the 
authorities are not likely to stop 
it. The study was arranged by the 
Israel Management Centre and the 
Institute of Productivity, and was 
ehajred by Mr, Gideon Ben Yisrael 
of the Ministry of Labour. 


Dr. Friedman suggested that la- 
bour contracts be formally nego- 
tiated at three levels, as indeed 
they were in fact in the past few 
years, The general principles must 
be announced by the national insti- 
tutions, while the practical applica- 
tlons should be elaborated by the 
trade unions. In addition, the labour 
committees in every enterprise 
should be able to negotiate special 
conditions for their plants. Dr. 
Friedman also said that the govern- 
Ment must be a party to the na- 
tlonal agreements to prevent pola- 
rization,

* Israel's trade with countries in 
Asia and Oceania has grown tre- 
mendously — from $84m. in 1968, 
to §283m. last year. 

According to Dr. Yaacov Shahar 
of the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, Israel's exports to that 
area In 1971 represented a 41 per 
cent increase over the 1970 figure. 
Statistics for the first eight monthy 
of this year show a rise of 27 per 
cent over the same period a year 
ago, from $92m. to $135m. 

Dr, Shahar, who heads the For- 
eign Trade Department's African, 
Asian and Latin American Divi- 
sion, says diamonds account for 
approximately half the exports to 
Asia and Oceania. Other products 
are metal specialties, electronics, 
chemicals and textile products. Ja- 
pan, Hongkong, Iran, Singapore and 
Australia are Israel's chief cus- 
tomers in the area. 

Israel exporters, says Dr. Sha- 
har, began “discovering™ those 
markets about two years ago, and 
the number of Israel businessmen 
who travel to countries in those 
areas grows from year to year. 

They recognize that those coun- 
tries are developing at ἃ swifter 
rate than other countries, he says. 
This is especially true of Japan,
